Palmer, whose address was 


listed as 1249 Fourth Ave. in 
Corning, was a caretaker at the 
Tehama County River Park. He 
was taken to Hall Brothers 
Mortuary.

One occurred in the afternoon 


on Highway 99W at Coyote 
Creek bridge, where a bicycle 
ridden by Jane Winter, 14, of 
Red Bluff was struck by a car 
driven by Edna Naron, 63, of 
Red Bluff. 


According to the report, the 


Winter girl and a passenger on 
her bike changed lanes in front 
of Mrs. Naron before she could 
apply her brakes. Injuries were 
described as minor. 


In another mishap, James 


Harvel Stahl, 30, of Corning was 
southbound on River Road, 500 
feet east of Santa Cruz Road 
when he lost control of his car 
and struck a power pole. 


A passenger, Jimi Stahl, 8, 


was taken to Corning Memorial 
Hospital.

Clark, known as "Patton of the 
Pacific" for his aggressiveness 
against the Japanese in World 
War II, died at a hospital today 
at the age of 77.

Clark, who say duty in three 
wars and received dozens of 
decorations, had been ill with 
cancer at St. Albans Naval 
Hospital in Queens.

ordinance banning camp parks 
within the city's limits. 


Ordinance 
268 prohibits 


"recreational trailer parks, 
temporary trailer parks, in- 
cidental camping area or tent 
camps." 


Mobile home parks and travel 


trailer parks will be permitted 
"only in strict conformity with 
the Corning zoning ordinance." 


With some exceptions, no 


mobilehome, 
camp 
car, 


recreational vehicle, trailer 
coach, travel trailer or similar 
vehicle are outlawed for "living 
or sleeping purposes," except at 
an authorized park. 


Exceptions will be made for 


temporary use while a building 


in going up on the Same site as 
the trailer is located or for 
watchman's quarters on the site 
"of an established commercial 
or industrial operation."

SAIGON (AP) — The army of 


Meo tribesmen trained and 
equipped by the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency has seized 
virtually complete control of the 
Plain of Jars in eastern Laos 
and encountered no significant 
resistance from Communist 
forces, American sources in 
Vientiane reported today. 


Except for five months in 1969, 


the Plain of Jars has been held 
by North Vietnamese and 
Pathet Lao forces s'nce 1964.

arrived in Vientiane from the 
plain 100 miles north of the 
Laotian 
capital 
said Meo 


commando teams have covered 
most of the area in search of 
enemy supplies and uncovered 
large underground food stores, 
including canned pork, con- 
densed milk, coffee and candy.

The Meo army is led by Gen. 


Vang Pao. For years he has 
launched offensives in the 
monsoon season to strengthen 
his positions against the attacks 
which the North Vietnamese 
make during the dry season 
beginning in November. Usually 
the Meo forces advance in the 
wet season and are pushed back 
during the dry months.

about the unwed father. Why? 
I'd like to know how the guys 
feel about it.

pays the big price so it's up to 
her to call the signals—and hold 
that line." 


How about a look at the 


problem from the other side? 
For every unwed mother there's 
an unwed father. What about 
THEM? 


Big Picture in Fort Worth 


Dear Big Pic: It isn't true that 


for every unwed mother there's 
an unwed father. Sometimes the 
father is wed—to somebody else, 
which is the problem. 


I have, from time to time, 


printed letters from unwed 
fathers and they are often filled 
with anguish and misgivings. 


Here is such a letter, which 


came from your city. 


Dear Ann Landers: I'm a 


counselor in a high school and I 
find your column very useful in 
gudiing teen-age boys. I am 
considered, by all odds, the 
squarest guy this side of the 
moon because I counsel against 
high school sex. (Notice I didn't 
say PRE-MARITAL. I said high 
school.) 


I don't tell the boys I speak 


from experience but I do know 
firsthand what it's like to get a 
girl in trouble. We were high 
school sweethearts. She was 16. 
I was 17. We were sure we were 
in love and that nothing would 
happen because we were too 
smart and too sensible. But we 
were wrong and the results were 
disastrous. I was in no position 
to get married although her 
father was pushing for it. I cared 
deeply about the girl but 
marriage was out—so was 
abortion, and so was keeping the 


baby. She went to the Salvation 
Army home for unweds in a 
neighboring state and gave the 
baby up for adoption. Her 
parents forbade her to write or 
call me. They made her feel so 
guilty for disgracing the family 
that she was reduced to nothing 
and had no will of her own. 


I won't attempt to describe 


what my life was like during the 
four months my girl was in the 
home, but I can tell you I suf- 
fered as much as she did. I had 
nightmares that she had died in 
childbirth. I dreamed of suicide. 
I dropped out of athletics 
because I had no energy. I very 
nearly flunked my senior year— 
a real blow to a student who had 
consistently made the honor 
roll. 


My girl never came back to 


our town. I picked up bits of 
information about her 
from 


mutual friends. After she had 
the baby (a boy) she went to 
California. 


That was nine years ago. I 


have since married and we have 
two fine little girls. 
I am 


reasonably happy but I will 
never be able to get my first love 
out of my mind. I will always 
wonder what my son looks like, 
and if he is in the home of people 
who love him as much as his real 
mother and I would have. I 
wonder, too, if she is happily 
married and if she ever thinks 
of me. 


Some boys who come for 


counseling think I'm out of my 
tree when I tell them it isn't 
worth it—that even the most 
experienced kids get caught. 
Little do they know they are 
getting it from a guy who has 
been there and very nearly 
didn't make it back. Print this if 
you think it has value.

Slow Down, Stop For Pedestrians 


Red Bluff's Main Street is no longer a section of the principal 


north-south highway route here, and plans are afoot to reroute 
Highway 36 over other streets. That makes Main Street truly a 
local business section, and it will be best for everyone concerned — 
and particularly the pedestrians — if we use it that way. 


It will make it easier for everyone to shop, to park, to cross the 


streets if traffic in the Oak to Hickory Street section is kept at the 15 
to 25 miles an hour speed, and the rule that cars stop for persons in 
the crosswalks is rigidly enforced. 


The applicable speed limits should be adhered to elsewhere, 


too. The posted limits on all the approaches to the city are con- 
tinually disregarded. Neither the 30-mile-an-hour limit on the 
Sacramento River Bridge, nor the 40-mile-an-hour limit through 
Antelope is observed by anywhere near all of the drivers. 


No doubt a lot of drivers seeing others rolling along at 50 miles 


an hour or so do likewise, figuring it best not to interfere with the 
traffic stream However, if enough drivers deliberately hold to the 
speed limits, and the police give a little cooperation, the pattern 
could be reestablished.

is the champion not only of the 
natural gas industry but the 
electric power industry. 


Nassikas sought for hour after 


hour in the White House work 
sessions to block Freeman's 
attempts to protect the en- 
vironment. 
But 
instead, 


Freeman began to gather 
support from other conferees.

himself alone on the crucial 
issue. But even after the report 
was written, Nassikas kept up 
his lobbying. He quietly sub- 
mitted a bill of his own, tailored 
to please the utility giants. 


SECRET LOBBYING 


President Nixon, however, 


backed Freeman and urged a 
strong government voice in the 
selection of future electric 
facilities. 


When Nassikas could not 


prevail for the electric interests 
in his White House con- 
frontations with Freeman, they 
took their case to Interior 
Secretary Rogers Morton whose 
department would have the lead 
role under the White House 
proposals. 


Morton 
met 
with them 


privately. Led by the Edison 
Electric Institute, they angrily 
denounced the White House 
bill's key points. Freeman, 
although a guest at the Interior 
meeting, spoke up sharply 
defending the bill. 


Morton asked the lobbyists 


and officials to give their written 
views to Assistant Secretary 
James Smith. They quickly 
complied and Smith sent a 
confidential memo to Morton 
last month. 


The Smith memo, while 


rejecting some of the com- 
panies' 
most 
outrageous 


proposals, recommends to 
Morton that the White House bill 
be watered down. At this 
writing, Morton has not decided 
whether to side with the utility 


companies. 


Footnote: Smith was out of the 


country. His deputy, Jim Watt, 
told us that the Smith memo was 
designed to make the White 
House bill "more effective" in 
protecting the environment 
without injuring needed power 
development. Freeman and 
Nassikas declined all comment. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


Belly Dance — A government 


bigwig got ensnared in a belly 
dancer's scarf the other night at 
a Miami housing convention.

Edmunds, an Atlanta housing

chauffeur-driver Rolls-Royces, 
black-tie dinners and free booze 
for Democratic leaders. At Bayh 
headquarters,

sheepish 


spokesman confirmed the debt 
and said a check was going out 
within a week. 


HEW Retaliation? — Nixon

This year, 
the officials quietly cut the 
number of interns at HEW from 
230 to 110. Insiders tell us the 
cutback was ordered, despite an 
overflow of applications, to keep

spokesman, however, attributed 
the cutback to a tight budget. He 
said the funds were going in- 
stead to recruit blacks as high 
school summer aides.

On The Right 
John Kenneth Golbraith Takes On Lockheed 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


I never saw a happier man 


than John Kenneth Galbraith, 
his statement in hand which the 
next day he would read to the 
Senate Banking Committee 
considering 
the 
question 


whether the United States 
government should guarantee a 
loan of $250 million to the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation. 
Mr. Galbraith relishes taking on 
the giants, provided they are big 
business (he is strangely un- 
concerned with other species of 
giants, e.g. giant governments, 
giant labor 
unions, giant 


aggressive powers). The idea 
that the United States should use 
"the taxpayers' money" (that is 
what the left always calls it 
when it is money being used by 
the government for purposes it 
disapproves; the term is never 
used when the money is used for 
a project they favor) to help a 
multi-million dollar corporation, 
moreover one which is useful to 
the military, is much much 
more 
than John Kenneth 


Galbraith is willing to tolerate. 


Accordingly, he :.[ J c will: 


great zest, heaping "scorn and 
sarcasm"— to use the words of 
UPI8 on the proposed measure 
"Mr 
Galbraith, who once 


proposed nationalizing defense 
industries," the dispatch con- 
tinued, "said the bill, if enacted, 
would prove that 'the military- 
industrial complex is alive in 
Washington and doing well.' He 
questioned whether, 'in the 
present state of public opinion 
and the present attitude of 
younger citizens, this demon- 
stration is really necessary ' " 


Well, we can all agree that Mr. 


Galbraith was enjoying himself 
hugely, and when he does, the 


mirth is altogether contagious. 
Pause. And now a few ob- 
servations: 


1. One would think that the 


decline of Lockheed would have 
proceeded PARI PASSU with 
the decline of Galbraith. It was 
only four years ago that 
Professor Galbiaith was in- 
structing us all that the military- 
industrial complex, or the 
technocracy, was so powerful as 
to be absolutely secure. He said 
in his book, "The New Industrial 
State", that the principal cor- 
porations of America are so 
powerful as to be able absolutely 
to secure their own future. They 
are able to manage this, he 
wrote, by their knowledge of and 
control over government, so as 
to arrange a suitable flow of 
income; and by their knowledge 
of 
and 
control 
over 
the 


population, which they are able 
to manipulate by advertising. 


It is an acutely embarrassing 


historical coincidence that a few 
weeks after releasing this fin- 
ding to the multitudes, the stock 
market began its biggest decline 
in recent history. And among the 
stocks hardest 
hit 
were: 


precisely those great industrial 
giants which Mr. Galbraith had 
just finished documenting would 
never be seriously influenced by 
the course of events, such was 
their control over their own 
destiny and over America. 


2 
The Lockheed Company 


was selling for $74 per share 
back in those days. Today you 
can have it for nine dollars In 
fact, the estimated value of 
Lockheed's holding is $250 
million And there are eleven 
million shares outstanding. So, 
one judges, 
the 
value of 


Lockheed's properties is about 
twice the current value of 


Lockheed's stock. It would 
appear that there is room there 
to maneuver. To the extent that 
what is desired is to punish the 
stockholders, they have cer- 
tainly been punished by the 
decimation in the value of their 
stock. If Lockheed were forced 
into liquidation, which might 
follow if Congress denies the 
credit, the present stockholders 
would double their money. 


3. Mr. Galbraith looks on the 


current bill as a venture 
designed to protect greedy 
capitalists. In fact, it isn't. The 
stockholders are the least of Mr. 
Nixon's concern. What he 
worries about is the 30,000 
people Lockheed employs. It is 
ironic that Professor Galbraith 
wouldn't care at all if the U.S. 
government spent several tiems 
$250 million to give unem- 
ployment relief to Lockheed's 
employes: but fiercely resists a 
proposal not that the govern- 


ment fork over $250 million, but 
that it guarantee the banks' note 
for $250 million. Under the 
proposed bill, the U.S. govern- 
ment in fact would not lose 
anything net. Because 
if 


Lockheed proceeded to go down, 
the government would have the 
prior lien on Lockheed's assets, 
whose value is equal to the note

the guarantee. But I would know 
what I was doing: which is 
exercising a regular principle — 
the less government, the better. 
Mr. Galbraith, by unpleasant 
contrast with my integrity and 
rectitude, wants big government 
for his friends, and hostile 
government for his enemies. On 
one point I would agree: the 
government should buy all 
existing copies of "The New 
Industrial State", and recycle 
them, bringing out a fresh 
edition of Adam Smith's "The 
Wealth of Nations "-

Reliance On Figures 
Can Be Misplaced

Although the condition of your 


own checkbook might suggest 
that figures do lie, most people 
still need a little additional 
reminder from time to time that 
faith in numbers is often 
misplaced. 
The most recent illustration 


concerns the jobless figures. In 
June, the government said, the 
unemployment rate plunged to 
5.6 per cent from 6.2 per cent of 
the 
civilian labor 
force. 


Significant? No. 


While the figures did change, 


the condition might not have 
changed a bit. That, in fact, is 
the view of a growing number of 
economists. Next month, they 
say, watch for a return to 6 per 
cent or more. 


The sharp change in per- 


centages has been described as 
nothing but an error. Not only 
that, but the error was entered 
into knowingly, a case of the 
formula being more sacred than 
the purpose. 


As Argus Research Corp. 


explains it, the monthly survey 
of jobless is taken every month 
in the week containing the 12th. 
The 12th fell on a Saturday in 
June. 


This is significant. Don't try to 


understand it without a calen- 
dar, but the fact that the 12th fell 
on a Saturday meant that the 
survey was taken at its very 
earliest. Had it fallen on a 
Monday it would have meant a 
late survey. 


It meant also that the 


youngsters were still in school 
and consequently not an active 
part of the labor force. They'll 
be counted in July though. And 
what seemed like encouraging 
news could be discouraging 
indeed. 


While this is a glaring 


example of distortion by the 
numbers, there are dozens of 
other examples in constant use. 
Quite often, individuals who 
know better participate in the 
delusion. 


In the Commerce Department 


lobby there is a "clock" that 
ticks off the growth in Gross 
National Product 
Officials 


know that, absurdly, it counts 


inflation as output, but they 
chose to ignore it. 


Late last year the clock 


reached $1 trillion, which called 
for an official ceremony in 
which the strength of the 
economy was extolled. An 
impression was permitted to 
persist that the GNP had 
doubled from $447 billion in 1958 


An impression only. Not only 


might there be little truth in 
numbers, there may be an 
absence of strength too. 


In constant dollars, not 


counting inflation, that $1 
trillion shrinks to $750 billion. 
Try selling a ham that way, all 
puffed up with injected water, 
and the government inspectors 
might try to send you to jail. 


Sometimes, however, there is 


a tendency to ignore the num- 
bers and place faith in rhetoric 
instead. That's when it pays to 
look at the statistics. 


There are loud reports, made 


from the highest levels, that the 
battle against 
inflation is 


without 
question 
returmg 


stability to the dollar. *But the 
figures hardly show it. 


The latest indication of this is 


supplied by the wholesale price 
index, which is derived from the 
prices of 2,300 commodities. It 
rose 4-10 of one per cent in June, 
which suggests further in- 
creases to follow in retail prices. 


There is widespread belief 


also that expenditures for crime 
control are soaring. It may not 
be so, but it will take some 
digging to prove it statistically.

Gasoline Lead Bill 
Killed By Committee

SACRAMENTO (AP) — 


Legislation to drastically reduce 
levels of lead allowed in gasoline 
sold in California was killed 
Monday by a Senate committee 
which the bill's author accused 
of being "overlobbied and 
heavily confused." 


The Senate Transportation 


Committee had delayed action 
on the bill by Assemblyman 
Peter Schabarum, R-Corvina, 
for nearly four months before 
the vote Monday. The bill won 
only four votes, two short of 
passage in the ll-man com- 
mittee, but Schabarum said he 
was encouraged and would try 
again next year. 


This is the second straight 


year antilead legislation by 
Schabarum has died in the same 
committee. The bills have 
passed the Assembly by lop- 
sided margins but the Senate 
committee action blocks Senate 
floor votes. 


Schabarum said the release of 


50 million pounds of lead a year 
into the atmosphere from auto 
exhausts is a potentially serious 


health hazard, and its continued 
use in gasoline would severely 
limit effectiveness of planned 
antismog catalytic mufflers. 


Oil 
and 
lead 
industry 


spokesmen said substitutes for 
lead would produce more smog 
and that there is "no evidence 
that there is any deleterious 
effects whatsoever to public 
health" from nearly 50 years of 
lead usage in gasolines. One 
spokesman «?»id substitutes for 
lead are linked with cancer. 


Lead compounds are used to 


increase octane ratings and 
reduce engine knock. Industry 
spokesmen said lead also 
protects engine parts, but a 
State Air Resources Board 
report said lead fouling of 
engine parts is an equally 
serious problem. 


Schabarum proposed a total 


ban on lead in gasoline over a 
six-year phaseout period in his 
1970 legislation. His plan this 
year would reduce present 
levels of 2.5 to 3.6 grams per 
gallon to half a gram over a six- 
year phaseout.

Drug Informant Plan 
Attracts Many Calls 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — A "Turn 


in a Pusher" program has at- 
tracted 2,930 calls from tipsters 
since it began operating less 
than six months ago. 


Informers remain anonymous 


and are paid for tips that lead to 
conviction of drug pushers. 


The Greater Tampa Chamber 


of Commerce and businesses 
which contributed funds began 
the TIP bounty system for this 
city of 318,000 in February. 


James Cusack, a former FBI 


agent who developed the idea 
and is director of the program, 
says 37 persons have been 
arrested and three convicted as 
a result of TIP information. In 
addition, police say they are 
watching 262 suspects named by 
informants. 


Informants call their tips into 


a secret office manned by 
civilians and get from $100 to 
$500 in cash for information that 
leads to a conviction. 


Strict anonymity is enforced. 


The callers are warned not to 
give their names 
and are 


assigned a code name instead. 


A total of $1,000 has been paid 


to four persons. The amounts 
are set by a TIP committee, 
which considers the extent of a 
pusher's activities and the age 
group he was dealing with. 


Once a pusher is convicted, 


the reward money awaits 
another call from the code- 
named informant. 


Cash is placed in an envelope, 


Cusack said in an interview, and 
"we make arrangements for the 
delivery. We don't want to know 
who the informant is. We'll 
make a drop or leave it at a 
general delivery or something 
like that. People are interested 
in that type of thing — code 
names, secret drops. There's a 
little 'I Spy' in ail of us." 


Sponsoring businesses have 


contributed $7,900 for rewards. 


Information received from a 


tipster goes directly to Tampa 
police or the Hillsborough 
County sheriff's department. 


"Peope are great," Cusack 


said. "It's amazing what people 
will do for a small count of 
money. Some cops even believe 
mothers will turn in their kids 
for the right price." 


Iceland Leftists 
Agree To Close Base

REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— All parties in Iceland's in- 
coming leftist government are 
reported agreed that the NATO 
base at Keflavik must be closed 
and that its 3,000 American 
servicemen must go, probably 
within four years. 


The new coalition to govern 


this island republic in the North 
Atlantic appears convinced that 
Iceland 
should remain 
a 


member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, but that 
foreign servicemen should not 
be stationed 
here 
during 


peacetime. 


The base 30 miles southwest of 


Reykjavik, and the stationing of 
American naval personnel there 
are authorized by a U. S.- 
Icelandic defense pact under 
NATO auspices. 


The base has been operating 


since 1951. Located nearly 
halfway between New York and 


Moscow, it tracks Soviet plane 
and ship movements in the 
North Atlantic . The Russians 
have been pressuring 
the 


Icelandic Government for some 
time to pull out of NATO, or at 
least to close the base. 


The new coalition under 


Premier-Elect Olafur Johan- 
nesson controls 32 of the 
parliament's 60 seats, including 
17 Progressives, 10 members of 
the 
Communist 
People's 


Alliance and five of the Liberal 
Left party. Johannesson leads 
the Progressive party.

Parris Island Marine General 
Says, 'This Is No Rose Garden' 


PARRIS ISLAND, S.C. (AP) 


— "This is no rose garden." 
That's how Maj. Gen. Carl W. 
Hoffman describes the Marine 
Corps Recruit Training Depot on 
this palmetto-fringed island on 
the South Carolina coast. 


Few of the more than 4,000 


recruits in boot training here 
would 
quarrel 
with 
the 


assessment offered by Hoffman, 
who took over in May as com- 
manding general. 


Thirty-nine young Leather- 


necks were hospitalized July 3 
with kidney problems blamed on 
excessive exercise ordered by a 
drill instructor. 


The recruits told a Marine 


investigating officer the drill 
instructor exercised them up to 


15 minutes at a time on several 
occasions over a 36-hour period. 
The exercise broke down muscle 
tissues and affected the kidneys. 


Regulations 
prohibit 
the 


exercising of a 'recruit during 
the first two weeks of training 
for longer than five minutes at a 
time, with a 30-second rest 
required halfway through. The 
recruits had been training two 
days 
when 
they 
were 


hospitalized. 


The drill instructor has been 


assigned other duties, away 
from recruit training, and Co. 
Theodore Metzger, head of the 
recruit training regiment here, 
says the DI probably will face 
punitive action. 


Metzger expects most of the 


recruits to return to duty but 
some may be discharged. 


The incident stirred unhappy 


memories of a 1956 tragedy in 
which six recruits drowned in 
one of the island's tidal creeks. 
A drill instructor, deciding his 
platoon needed extra discipline 
had taken the recruits on an 
unauthorized night march. 


Largely 
because of the 


drownings, the Marine Corps 
today is highly sensitive to 
charges that drill instructors 
are allowed to mistreat recruits 
under the guise of training. 


The Marine Corps says the 


death march resulted in more 
controls and restrictions being 
placed on DIs.

DALHART, Tex. (AP) — 


There is a grim humor about 
drought and hardship among the 
men who farm this old Dust 
Bowl area where 35 years ago 
great black clouds 
ripped 


billions of tons of topsoil from 
the plains. 


Cowards, they say, never 


settled here; the weak never 
survived. 


But talking today to these 


men, now struggling against the 
worst drought in the Southwest 
since the mid-1950s, you sense 
an uneasiness, an undertone of 
fear. 


The farmers, 
those who 


cannot irrigate, talk more of 


Court Rules 
Warrant Needed 
To Sift Trash 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Police need a warrant to sift 
through curbside garbage cans 
or separated trash in a garbage 
truck, the California Supreme 
Court has ruled. 


In a 4-3 decision, the court 


upheld Monday a Los Angeles 
Superior Court's suppression of 
evidence in the case of Edward 
and Judy Krivda. 


Police 
asked 
garbage 


collectors in 1968 to separate the 
Krivda's trash so it could be 
searched. Officers reported 
later they found marijuana 
debris and scraps of papers with 
the Krivda's names on them. 


They were charged 
with 


possessing pot, but at their trial 
they attempted to suppress the 
evidence. 


The Supreme Court dismissed 


charges ruling that the evidence 
was obtained through unlawful 
search and seizure. 


Such garbage is within a 


householder's "expectation of 
privacy," the court said. 


past droughts than this one, 
recalling how, eventually, the 
good rains finally came and 
made the wheat and milo fields 
productive again.

Later, because 
ranchers had fewer cows, it 
would bring beef shortages, and 
soaring prices. 


Drought is only part of the 


story. Another fact is lack of 
credit in a tight money market 
to meet the financial demands of 
modern agriculture; 
demands 


complicated by inflation that 
has the farmer caught in a 
crunch between rising operating 
costs and stagnant prices. 


Campaign To Abolish The Death Penalty 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


The Northern California chapter 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union is directing a nationwide 
campaign to abolish the death 
penalty, the chapter's new 
director reports. 


"The death penalty is an 


obscenity," said director Jay 
Miller. 


He said between now and next 


May, when the Supreme Court is 
expected to rule on death sen- 
tences, ACLU lawyers will 
"mount a big effort to make sure 
there are no more executions." 


Miller, 43, a former director of 


the Illinois ACLU, replaces 
Ernest Besig who retired after 
36 years in the job. 


Friday, at a CCCJ-II meeting 


in Redding, Bob McCullough, 
county planner, was told that 
four counties — Modoc, Trinity, 
Siskiyou and Shasta — had 
designs on the former Air Force 
radar base in Red Bluff for a 
regional minimum security 
prison.
